In several very interesting lots of llomap- 
terous insects received from Prof. T. D. A.

College, were included a number of new 
species in the families Fulgoridae, Bytho- 
scopidae and Jassidae.

Male.— Face a

width at base, slightly constricted just before 
base, the basal suture strongly curved; lornae

as lony as clypeus and two-thirds as broad; 
genae with margin deeply emarginate below 
eyes, from this to tip of clypeus nearly rectilt- 
near, very narrow below the lovae; front little 
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more than one-fourth longer than broad, 
little less than twice the length of the cly- 
peus, sides slightly incurved at antennae, 
gradually narrowing below. Disc of vertex 
evenly, slightly convex, with a small de- 
pressed area on either side near the base and 
meeting the face at a very obtuse angle; 
length at middle once anda half that at the 
eves, width between eves once and five-sev- 
enths the length. Width of pronotum about 
once and four fifths the lenzth, the length 
nearly twice that of the ‘vertex, cutvainire 
about five-ninths of the length. Seutellum 
and venation of elytra normal. Spines on 
inside of upper two-thirds of hind tibiae 
regularly arranged and very unusually pums 
While in most others there are but 
eivht or ten spines in this region, in this 
epecies there are about 16. 

Color light green, slightly tinged with 
yellowish which is more noticeable on the 
abdomen.

Described from a single male taken at San 
Augustine (Ckll. 2142). This insect some- 
what resembles Z? a¢rédorsum in form but 
is a very much smaller and more delicate 
species. Tt is nexrly allied to. 7-.770s7eure 
and 7. aureola, but differs most noticeably 
from those species in being entirely without 
dark markings. T flavica pitata is a smaller 
yellowish and rufous species, with a shorter 
vertex and smoky elytra. Tn the arrange: 
ment of spines on the bind tibiue, Z. dacéda 
differs widely from any Thamnotettix I have 
seen.
